W ashington. -Ratification 
of 
the 
treaty of peace w ith Germ any by the 
United States senate seem» to be n ear 
at band. 
T he recent test votes In the 
senate have Indicated d e a r ly Unit 
body’s desire to embody what it deem* 
appropriate reservations In the reso­ 
lution of rut Mention. It may take sev­ 
ere! weeks to brine about an iigree- 
menf on the num ber of reservation* 
and tbelr phraseology, but It aeonis to 
be settled ae well as anything can be 
settled In advance of form al action 
ibat the trea ty will he ratiib-d with 
reservations. 
Many of tin* senators are expressing 
a desire th at the tinnl vote shall be 
reached not 'la te r th an Novem ber 1<>. 
It will l>e the policy of the sen ate so 
k) ■fratue the reservations •§ not to re­ 
quire the re tu rn of the trea ty to the 
in*ace conference. 
It will be necessary 
for the 
governm ent of the 
I nited 
States, acting through its sta te de­ 
partm ent, to subm it the reservations 
to ihe various signatories to tin* treaty 
fur tbelr approval. 
It Is very general­ 
ly believed that, since the reserv a­ 
tions will In no sense change the lun- 
gmige of the treaty, the other signa- j 
tories will agree to them. 


Some Proposed Reaervatlana. 
U p to the present tim e the request* 
for reservation* that have been su b ­ 
mitted to t he sen ate in cl ud e: 
In ter­ 
pr eti ng a r t i c l e ten to m ean th a t cuti- 
gress shall say w hether the United 
S t a t e s shall resort to m ilitary m eas­ 
ures ut the request of the League of 
N a t i o n s ; leaving t8** question of the 
United S t a t e s assum ing a m andatory 
over a n v country to the discretion of 
c o n g r e s s , safeguarding the Monroe doc­ 
trin e ; stipulating that such domestic 
questions a s immigration, coastw ise 
shipping, tariff, etc.. shall not be re­ 
ferred to th e League of N ation*; pro­ 
viding that th e United S tates shall 
have the absolute right to w ithdraw 
from the league at any time and shall 
to* the judge as to w h eth er th e coun­ 
try ’s obligations huve been fulfilled «t 
the tim e; expressing disapproval of 
the action of the peace council In 
aw arding tin* S hantung territo ry to 
Japan Instead of t ’lilna; relating to 
the Inequality of the vo'lng strength 
of G reat Britain and the U nited States 
in the assem bly o f th e League of N a ­ 
tions; expressing the view th at the 
United StutQ-i should not 
he repre­ 
sented on so m any of the hoard* and 
c o m m is s io n s created under the tre a ty ; 
! expressing the view that th e authority 
of the American mem ber of the repara 
I tlon commission created by the tre a ­ 
ty should Fie derived from the congress 
of the United S tates; providing that 
the United States slinll never be bound 
l»y any assessm ents which may he m ade 
by the L eague of Nations to pay the 
expense of th a t league until congress 
shall have passed on th em ; asserting 
th at the repreaentatlve» of the I nited 
States in the league assembly and in 
th* league council must be approved 
by the senate before the appointm ents 
become effective; clarifying the lan- 
guage ef article tw enty-three of the 
treaty relating to the International 
trafilé In women and children, in opium 
nnd other dangerous drugs; validating 
the a rt of the United S tates alien 
property custodian in seizing Germ an 
property. 
o f course the senate may choose to 
debute the proposed reservations for 
several weeks, but every effort 1« be- 
ing made F>y the more influential of 
the senators to obtain a gentleman s 
agreem ent to the effect th at debate 
shall be limited. The senate as a whole, 
for the first time since the treaty was 
submitted to It on the tenth of hist 
July is showing a keen Interest to 
finish with it. This Is due In part, -en- 
ators say, to the fact that the senate 
Its d f h as tired of the subject, and In 
pa it to » som ewhat widespread de 
mand from out m e r the count y that 
the treaty be disposed of. 
Might Be At a Disadvantage. 
T here is yet another reason th at ms 
having some Influence on the senate, 
and it is the knowledge th at Grout 
Britain. F ra n c e and Italy h a 'e ratified 
Ihe tren ty aud can put It Into effect 
as to them selves any day by filing 
their notices of ratification In la ris . 
It is asserted th at the United states, 
I since it intends to accept the treaty, 
would be placed at some disadvantage 
If the trea ty should go into effect ua 
to those th ree m ajor nations In E urope 
before It becam e effective as to this 


country. 
C ongress as a whole is m ore d e ­ 
term ined than ever to retain a consid­ 
erable au th o rity In connection w ith the 
ad m inistration of the peace trea ty and 
the work of the League of Nation*. It 
will tak e this authority through legis­ 
lation which 1* now being prepared. 
It ha* beeu liually decided th at leg- 
t islatlon shall provide th at no appoint- 
m enta un d er the treaty a re to be m ade 
w ithout the approval of th e senate. 
Till* rule will even be m ade to apply 
to the United State* member» of the 
League of Nations.
